Conviction of Archbold ean | 
Removal From Office 


SIXTY-EIGHT ARE AGAINST HIM 


Senate Upholds Impeachment of Judge 
Of Commerce Court by the House— 
Thirteen Articles Al- 
though Not Necessary For Remov- 
ing Him From Bench 


Voted on, 


Washington, Jan. 14.—Robert W. 
Archbald of Scranton, Pa., for twen- 
ty-nine years an occupant of judicial 
“ositions upon the Pennsylvania state 
bench, the federal district bench and ' 
the United States commerce court, 
was adjudged guilty by the United | 
States senate of “high crimes and | 
misdemeanors," was stripped of his 
office and forever disqualified from | 
holding positions of public honor or | 
public trust. 

The conviction and judgment came | 
as the conclusion of the impeachment | 
trial that has been pending in the 
senate since last summer, on charges 
that Judge Archbald had been guilty 
of misconduct and misbehavior as a 
judge, and that he had corruptly used 
his judicial power to further the pri- 


vate interests of himself and _ his 
friends in the acquisition of coal 
land properties in Pennsylvania 

The senate’s conviction of Arch- 


bald removes him from the federal 
bench without further procedure. 

A verdict of guilty was voted on the 
first count against Archbald, that ne 
had wrongfully influenced Erie rali- | 
road Officials to grant him an option 
on the Katydid culm dump. Convic- 
tion on the other twelve charges was 
not necessary to remove Judge Arch- 
bald from the bench, but the senate 
proceeded. The vote on the first 
count was 68 against Archbald and 5 
in his favor. 

Not guilty was the verdict on the 
second article of impeachment, which 
charged Archbald with having at- 
tempted. to secure a fee by Settling a 
case between the Marion Coal com- 
pany and the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western railroad. The vote was 
46 to 25 in the judge's favor. 

On the third charge the senate 
found Archbald guilty. Thig charge 
embodied alleged undue influence on 
Lehigh Valley railroad officials in a 
coal dump deal. The vote on the 
third article was 60 to 11. 

The vote on the fourth article of 
impeachment, charging secret and 
wrongful correspondence with a rail- 
road attorney on a case pending be- 
fore him, again resulted in Arch- 
bald’s conviction. The vote for con- 
viction was 52 to 20. 

The fifth vote resulted in another 
verdict of guilty, this one on the 
charge of unduly influencing Phila- 
delphia and Reading railroad officials 
to grant a coal land lease to Freder- 
ick Warnke. The vote for convic- 
tion was 66 to 6. 

Archbald was acquitted on the sixth 
charge, the vote for conviction be- 
ing 24 to 45. It alleged corrupt use 
of influence with the Lehigh Valley 
roalroad in coal land deals. 

Article seven charged Archbald fig- 
ured as a signer and payee of a note 
for $2500 by W. W. Reissinger of 
Scranton five days after he had ad- 
judicated- an insurance lawsuit jn 
which Reissinger was a beneficiary. 
On this article he was found not 
guilty, the vote being 29 guilty, 36 
not guilty. 

The vote on the eighth article was 
22 guilty, 42 not guilty. 

Archbald was found not guilty on 
the ninth article, the vote being 23 
to 39. 

Articles eight and nine charged that 
Archbald sent Edward J. Williams 
to Boland to discount a note for $500 
signed by John H. Jones, while the 
Bolands were interested in a lawsuit 
being tried before him. 

The vote on the tenth article wag 1 
guilty to 65 not guilty. This article 
charged Archbald with having re- 
ceived a large sum of money from 
Henry W. Cannon for defraying the 
expenses of a pleasure trip to Europe, 

Archbald was found not guilty on 
the eleventh article. The vote charged 
Archhbald with having accepted a sum 
of money from lawyers practicing be- 
fore his court to spend on a trip to 
Enrope. 

The twelfth article charged that J. 
B. Woodward, a general attorney for 
the Lehigh Valley, was selected as a 
jury commissioner by Archbald while 
the latter was serving the middle dis- 
trict of Pennsylvania. The allega- 
tion was that Woodward served the 
railroad while selecting juries in rail- 
road cases for trial in Archbald’s 


court. The vote was 19 guilty to 46 
not guilty. 

On the last article of impeach- 
ment, alleging that Archbald had 
sought credit from attorneys and liti- 
tants before him, and had carried on 
a general business in coal land specu- 
lations, the vote resulted in convic- 
tion, 42 to 20.

Professional Bandit Takes Big Chance

Boston, Jan, 16.—William J. Clay- 
lon took busy Washington street at a 
time when it was thronged with peo- 
ple yesterday afternoon to enact a 
most daring attempt at holdup of a 
dozen men and women and robbing a |} 
big railroad office. 

Entering the street floor office of 
the Boston and Albany railroad at 
98 Washington street, Clayton, af- 
ter buying a ticket to Pittsfield, sud- 4 
denly turned on the entire office force 
with gun in hand, ordering everyone | 
to retreat to the back of the store, as 
he was after the money in the cash- 
ler’s cage. 

At a time when it seemed that the 
daring invader would be successful in 
his undertaking, a visitor, George A. 
Titcomb, city passenger agent of the 
Canadian Pacifie road, slipped 
through a back door to give the alarm, 
which resulted in Clayton taking to 
his heels, followed by the office force. 

After a sensational chase, with 
hundreds of citizens in pursuit, he 
was cornered in a Summer = street 
barber shop. 

A diary found in Clayton’s pocket 
at police headquarters shows entries 
of holdups at railrcad offices in sev- 
eral cities and Clayton last night con- 
fessed to the depredations. 


ON GROUNDS OF PERJURY 


Board of inquiry Excludes Castro 
From the United States 

New York, Jan. 16.—Thwe special 
board of inquiry at Ellis istand de- 
sided that Cipriano Castro, former 
President of Venezuela, should be ex- 
2luded from entering the United 
States. Castro’s attorneys immediate- 
ty announced that the decision of the 
local immigration authorities would 
be appealed to the department of 
commerce and labor. 

The reason given by the board for 
Castro's exclusion was that during his 
examination he had frequently com- 
mitted perjury and pretended ignor- 
ance of matters concerning which he 
had knowledge.

FURTHER FIGHTING PROBABLE 


Turkey Will Have to Pay Heavily For 
Renewed Hostilities—Now Facing 
Her Last Chance Yield—Must 
Lose Adriznople Peacefully or by 
Resumption of War 


to 


London, Jan. 16.—Wednesday’s 
meeting cf the ambassadors of the 
European powers. at the British for- 
eign cflice was devoted chiefly to a 
discussion of the means of putting a 
brake on the threatened resumption 
of the war in the Balkans. 

Breathing time has been given for 
effort in this direction by the decision 
of the plenipotentiaries of the Balkan 
allies, in the course 
yesterday, to delay further action until 
the Turkish government had full op- 
portunity for the discussion of the 
note to be presented this week by the 
ambassadors of the powers and alse 
to reply to it. 

It is quite evident that both sides 
would welcome the discovery of an 
accepfable way to avoid further fight- 
ing. The Turkish delegates argue 
that but for the fact that the Euro- 
pean powers have shown bias in favor 
of the claims put forward by the Bal- 
kan allies they would have been able 
to compromise with their adversaries 
long ago. 

The delegates of the allies deny the 
assertion that the European powers 
have raised an objection to their an- 
nounced intention of breaking off the 
negotiations for peace and of re- 
nouncing the armistice. They point 
out that on Saturday last they noti- 
fied Sir Edward Grey and all the Eu- 
ropean ambassadors of their intention, 
and none of them remonstrated. 

The representatives of 
Greece, Montenegro 
clare they must protect their own in- 
terests, especially in avoiding indefi- 
nite procrastination on the part of 


the Turks, as since the conclusion of | 


the armistice in December the main- 
tenance of the four allied armies on 
a war footing has represented an out- 
lay of $200,000,000, which is a heavy 
sacrifice for countries that are not 
rich. This must come to an end, they 
say. Within a week Turkey must 
either eede Adrianople peacefully or 
lose it by a resumption of the war, 
which, in the end, would be less cost- 
ly than this expensive peace. 

If Turkey fails to yield the allies 
are determined to act. Their gov- 
ernments have agreed to call another 
sitting of the conference. They will 
then simply announce their decision 
definitely to break the negotiations 
and also thank England for the hos- 
pitality extended and the conditions 
of fair play under which the discus- 
sions occurred. Immediately after- 
ward, Sofia, Belgrade and Cettinje 
will renounce the armistice, and the 
Servian, Bulgarian and Montenegrin 
commanders will notify the Turkish 
headquarters that hostilities will be 
resumed within ninety-six hours. 

The allies say it is easy to predict 
the course of events. After they have 
stormed Techatalja, they prophesy, 
Turkey will be ready to cede Adrian- 
ople. After their second resort to 
arms, the Balkan delegates assert, 
their peace terms will be 
from those which Turkey is now re- 
jecting. They declare Bulgaria will 
not be satisfied

TOWN OF ANDOVER 


BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. The annual town meeting 
for the election of town officers, and for 
other purposes, shall be held on the first 
Monday of March. 


Section 2. The warrants for all town 
meetings shall be directed to either of the 
Constables of the town, and notice of aH 
meetings shall be given by posting attested 
copies of the warrant on the Town House, 
and on such other public places as the 
Selectmen may designate, and by publi- 
cation in at least one newspaper of gen- 
eral circulation within the town, seven 
days at least before the day of meeting. 


ARTICLE II, 


Section 1, The Selectmen have full 
authority as agents of the town, to insti- 
tute and prosecute suits in the name of 
the town, and to appear and defend suits 
brought against it, unless it is otherwise 
specially ordered by a vote of the town. 
They may, with the advice of counsel, 
settle by compromise suits or claims 
where the settlement shall not call for 
payment of more than One Thousand 
Dollars. 


SecTIOoN 2. Whenever it shall be nec- 
essary to execute any deed, or any other 
instrument required to carry into effect 
any vote of the Town, the same shall be 
executed by the Selectmen, or a majority 
of them, in the name and behalf of the 
Town, unless the Town shall otherwise 
vote in any special case. 


Section 3. The Selectmen shall an- 
nuallv, at least four days before the annual 
meeting, cause to be distributed among 
the taxpayers of the town, a detailed 
report, in print, of all money received 
into and paid out of the town treasury 
during the preceding financial year, which 
report shall be examined and approved 
by the auditors before it is printed. They 
shall also publish in said printed report, 
such information and recommendations 
as they may deem proper and such further 
information and recommendations as shall 
be approved by the Finance Committee, 
all to be presented in such form and detail 
as recommended by the Finance Commit- 
tee. The reports of the Treasurer and 
Collector, and such other tewn depart- 
ments as may be approved by the Finance 
Committee shall be printed annually in 
the above report. Each decennial valua- 
tion of estates made by the Assessors, or 
an abstract thereof, shall be printed and 
distributed in pamphlet form within six 
months after the same shall be made. 


ARTICLE III. 


Section 1. The financial year shall 
begin with the second Monday of January 
in each year. 


ARTICLE IV. 


Section 1. No person shall suffer 
horses, grazing beasts, or swine, to run 
at large or feed by the roadside. 


Section 2. No person shall behave in 
an indecent or disorderly manner, or use 
profane, indecent, or insulting language, 
in any public place, or on any sidewalk 
or street in the town. 

Section 3. No person shall by any 
noise, or other means wantonly or de- 
signedly frighten any horse in any street 
or other public place in the town. 


Section 4. No person shall continue 
to stand or remain alone or with others 
near, on any sidewalk or in any public 
place, in such a manner as to obstruct a 
free passage for travellers thereon, or 
loiter on any sidewalk or street after 
having been requested by a Constable or 
Police Officer to move on. 

Section 5. No person shall put, place, 
or pile wood lumber, stones, or other 
materials within the limits of any public 
street or way within the town, without 
written permission of the Selectmen. 


Section 6. No person shall sprinkle, 
scatter, or put upon any sidewalk, cross- 
ing, or street, or upon the rails, switches, 
or other appliances of a street railway in 
any street, any salt or mixture of salt, 
except in accordance with a permit from 
the Selectmen, : 


Srction 7. No person shall make any 
bonfire or other fire, or kick football, or 
play at any game in which a ball is used, or 
fly a kite or balloon, or throw stones or 
snowballs, or other missiles, in any public 
street or way in the town. 


Section 8 No person shall bathe or 
swim in waters within the town so as to 
be exposed in a nude state to the view of 
any persons passing or being on any 
street or railroad or in any dwelling house 

Section 9. No person shall coast or 
slide on any sled or other like vehicl: 
in or upon any public sidewalk or strec! 
or way in the town except at such times, 
and in such places as may from time to 
time be designated by the Selectmen. 


Section 10. The Selectmen may grant 
a written license to any person to occups 
or obstruct a sidewalk for a limited time 
for the more convenient erection, alters 
tion, or repair of a building, and thes 
shall require the person to whom. such 
license is given to furnish a satisfactory 
bond to the Town to hold it harmless 
from all claims for loss or damage aris 
ine from such occupancy or obstruction 
Whenever any sidewalk becomes 0! 
structed under such license, the person 
doing the work or causing the same to 
be done shall place a good and convenicnt 
temporary walk around such obstructions 
when ordered to do so by the Selectmen 
or other officials having charge of the 
public streets. 

Section 11, No person shall be al- 
lowed to throw posters, hand-bills, flyers, 
advertising sheets, waste or rubbish in the 
public streets or ways. 


ARTICLE V. 
APPROPRIATIONS 


RECOMMENDATIONS AND 


Section 1. All articles in any warrant 
involving the expenditure, appropriation, 
raising and borrowing of money, inclu !- 
ing all necessary current expenses and all 
special appropriations of any sort whar- 
soever shall be referred to and considered 
by a “Finance Committee.” This Com- 
mittee shall be constituted as follows: 

One member thereof shall be a member 
of the Bozrd of Selectmen, designated by 
that Board to serve on the Comm, tte 

One member shall be a meaner of the 
Board of Public Works, designated by that 
Board to serve on the Committee. 

One member shall be a member of the 
| School committe, designated by that 
Board to serve on the Committee. 
| Six other voters shall be appoinwed by

annual town meeting, none of whom hall

have power to fill vacancies that occur in 
their number during the'r term of office, 
and shall continue in office jor one year 
and until their successors are chosen. 


SECTION 2. It shall be the duty of 
the Finance Committee ty investigaie the 
cost of maintenance of the different de- 
partments of the town, ond they shall 
recommend in detail the amounts w be 
appropriated for each ‘epartment for the 
ensuing year. : 

Section 3. The Committee shall have 
authority to summon before it, for such 
information and investigation as it shall 
deem necessary, any of the town officials, 
and shall have authority to examine books 
and papers held by such officials, 1f such 
examination shall be considered ‘by it 
necessary to the proper discharge of its 
duties. 


Section 4. No town department shall 
perform service for another to depart- 
ment unless a regular charge is made f.1 
the same, and all questions as to rights 
or responsibilities affecting the adjustmert 
of any differences between different de- 
partments of the town, in which the ex- 
penditure of money is involved, shall be 
referred to the Finance Committée, whose 
decision shall be final. 


ARTICLE VI. 


Section 1. All owners ‘and drivers of 
public conveyances of all kinds that may 
be used for public hire or for carrying 
express and baggage within the limits of 
the town shall be licensed by the Select- 
men, under such conditions as they may 
determine. 


SecTION 2. Every violation of any of 
the foregoing By-laws shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than twenty dollars. 


ARTICLE VII. 


Section 1. These By-Laws may be 
amended at any Annual Town Meeting; 
an article or articles for that purpose 
having been inserted in the warrant for 
such meeting. 


Section 2. These By-Laws shall take 
effect on their approval and publication 
as required by law, &nd all By-Laws here- 
tofore adopted by the town are hereby 
repealed on the date of such approval and 
publication.

Another Disappointed Candidate 


“Progresses” 


The public has passed through 
many stages. and different sorts of 
feeling respecting the moving picture 
show of himself which Joseph Walker 
has been conducting in Massachusetts 
for the past five years. It has viewed 
the different scenes which have been 
thrown upon the screen with vary- 
ing “emotions, surprise, indignation, 
condemnation, and lastly with that 
emotion which finds itself in serious 
contlict between sorrow and é¢on- 
tempt. 

No one who has’ known Mr. 
Walker's career, who has in times 
past rejoiced in his confidence, who 
has anticipated a future for him in 
political life leading to high offices, 
can hardly believe that some of the 


things he has done this five years 
have really been done by. the Joe | 
Walker whom they had learned to 


trust and rely upon. None of his 
friends would for a moment question 
of opinion that he might 
have which seemed to rest upon fun- 
damental reasons for such a change, 
and they would yield to his right to do 
as he chose in his action on public 
questions just as they yield to the 
right of any man who follows such 
lines. But Mr. Walker has not gone 
along the beaten path of political 
changes, or based his development of 
an idea or purpose upon early funda- 
mentals, or his action that followed 
upon long-maintained opinions and 
sane convictions. He has’ unfortu- 
nately made his movements by 
jumps, and every jump-has been la- 
beled “political opportunity.” 

On every side of the fence in this 
latest Senatorial campaign, defeated 


as the Republican candidate for Gov- 


ernor, and still hungering for office, he 
has passed through the various 
stages of hoping for the Senatorial 
nomination himself, of dictating the 
candidate, of attacking his own Con- 
gressman whom he had defended by 
pen and voice in the superlative de- 
gree, espousing the cause of the suc- 
cessful candidate's opponent, not be- 
cause he loved him, but because he 
envied Mr. Weeks, and 
that particular touch the apparently 
last straw which Mr. McCall's candi- 
dacy could bear, he has been in the 
Senatorial campaign, as he has been 
for the last five years, the man who 
would do anything to further his own 
political fortunes. 

Nothing could be more ludicrous 
than this aristocrat born and _ bred, 
without one day’s employment since 
he came into the world, save the em- 
ployment in working for his own 
fortunes and increasing his own 
wealth by sitting tight on real estate 
increased in value 
dustry of those whom he condemns, 
as he leaves the Republican party 
from which he has demanded honors 
and in which he has bargained for 


honors as an apostle of purity, and | 


becomes an advocate of greater rights 
for the poor and oppressed! 

He charges’ in his latest - effusion 
(which can hardly be called a Repub- 
lican valedictory, because he is just 
as likely to be knocking at the door 
of the party a year from now as any- 
thing else) the domination of specia! 
interests over the Legislature where | 
he presided for three years. No man 
knows more about the action of cer- 
tain ‘‘special interests” and the yield- 
ing to their demands, and no man's 
record proves that he knows more 
about it, than does Joe Walker and 
his record. 

Gondemning the election of the 
United States Senator by a caucus 
he forgets his own position in the 
caucus of two years ago, where his 
action, more than that of anybody 
else, made sure the election of Henry 
Cabot Lodge. The only difference 
between the election at that time and 
the present, which has bearing upon 
his attitude, is the difference that 


comes through the relationship which } 


he held with Henry Cabot Lodge, and 
the relationship which he did not 
hold with John W. Weeks. He has 
never given the public the inside facts 
of his deal which he made at. that 
time by which his one ambition to 
be the Governor of Massachusetts 
was bartered for his influence in the 
Legislature, which his position as 
Speaker gave him. 

Mr. Walker did not then wish to 
be United States Senator, because he 
believed that the man who had prom- 
ised to do so would “ 
goods” as he had promised to de- 
liver them, in the shape of the Gov- 
ernorship of Massachusetts which 
was then his political goal. 

Veering from contempt to sorrow, 
and from sorrow to contempt, the 
man who knows political 4affairs in

The theatre is now almost ready for 
business and the manager, 
Warden, announces that the 
show will be given on Monday or 
Tuesday.

The theatre itself has been 
up in a convenient and_ attractive 
manner, There is a seating capacity 
of over 500. The floor is of maple 
and is on a very pronounced grade 
so that the stage can be seen from 

‘any seat in the building. The stage 
itself is of ample size to allow of 
almost any vaudeville act now being 
given. It is at an elevation of about 
five feet from the orchestra floor. 
On either side of the stage a con- 
venient form of announcement eards 
has been installed. 

The ceiling and walls of the entire 
building ‘are of steel. The design 
is very neat and attractive.

The exterior of the building has 
been painted white. Four large col- 
entrances, making an imposing as 
well as neat appearance. The ticket 
office is conveniently located and a 
large vestibule has been built for the 
accommodation of the patrons. 

The theatre will be open every af- 
ternoon and evening except Sunday. 
For the matinee the prices will be 
five cents for women and children and 
ten cents for men; in the evening the 
prices will be ten and fifteen cents 
for everyone.

Mr. Munsey filled a page of his 
Boston Journal with big type the 
other day, and, in my opinion, he 
said only what could be said in one 
sentence, namely, that the old. Re- 
publican party being split by Roose- 
velt and his Progressives, there is 
no hope for defeating the Democrats 
so long as the two Republican camps 
are fighting each other. I wonder a 
learned man like Mr. Munsey did 
not see this before the November 
election; the man on the street saw 
it. How these two camps are to be 
united is a problem that Mr. Munsey 
cannot solve. Only time and Demo- 
cratic blunders may do it. The only 
question that the old Republican 
party and the so-called Progressives 
agree on is the tariff, which is and 
will be a difficult job for the Demo- 
crats to handle. Mr. Roosevelt says 
that the Progressives cannot join a 
party which has proved itself to be 
a fraudulent, cheating party and it 
will be difficult to get the old stand- 
pat party to bow down to the Pro- 
gressives who have given the Demo- 
crats the reins of government for the 
next four years. 

Napoleon said that a man’s re- 
ligion was only a question of geog- 
raphy. It may also be said that a 
man's views on the tariff are also a 
question of geography. The people 
in this manufacturing state like to 
have a high tariff, while in the west- 
ern wheat-growing states where the 
price of wheat is ruled by the price 
of wheat in Liverpool, the farmer 
there is likely to be a free trader, 
as everything he buys to wear is 
dearer on account of the tariff. One 
thing is certain, that whoever pays 
the duties, whether the importer or 
the eXporter, ultimately it is the con 
sumer that pays. The whole big 
question of tariff, even after all the 
writing and speaking about it for 
years, has yet to be thoroughly 
threshed out. To find out how much 
or how little of the war tariffs are to 
be left on the statute book is a ques- 
tion for the serious consideration of 
statesmen and not for party. self- 
interested log-rollers. 


It is interesting to note the dif- 
ficulties of other nations. I do 
refer to the Turkish war, but to the 
scientific (I use Mr. Roosevelt’s 
word) system of applying duties on 
imported goods. The last month the 
people of Berlin held large meetings 
and said that those so-called scien- 
tific duties had raised 
beef to forty-seven cents and_ that 
they were about tired of eating 
horses, of which during the year 
they had used 128g. Then in France 
the Chamber tookSoff the tariff on 
wheat for six months so as to get 
cheaper bread for the 
1846 when the duties were taken off 
foodstuffs in England, the Tories 
predicted the ruin of agriculture, Yet 
in 1860 Jand was. seventy-five per 
cent higher in price than when wheat 
was taxed. Tradesmen’s

England were in 1846 just three dol- 
lars a week for a long week of 
seventy-two hours. Today the same 
class of workmen work fifty-two to 
fifty-four hours a week and get about 
four times as much pay. 

Let me illustrate by saying that in 
mechanics there is a_ right-hand 
screw and a left-hand. screw. <A 
buggy-axle is a good type of the use | 
of both left and right-hand screws. | 
We in this country have thriven | 
using a right-hand screw, while the | 
British nation is thriving using a left- 
hand or free trade screw. It does 
not follow that Britain would be bet- 
ter to put a tax on our wheat, neither | 
does it show that by taking the duties | 
off the textile goods imported from 
Europe, “we would grow rich and ; 
thrive better. 


Several Boston papers are blam- 
ing Mr. Asquith and his cabinet for 
ignoring the cry of women for votes 
and putting the militant suffragettes 
in jail.

government have their hands full | 
and more than full with three meas- | 
ures, namely, home rule for Ireland, | 
the disestablishment of the Episco- 
pal church in Wales, and the bill to 
do away with plural voting. I have 
only space left to speak a few words 
on these three important and fiercely 
contested measures. Home rule as | 
interpreted by the Ulster Orange- , 
men is just the scheme of the Roman | 
Catholic church to govern Ireland. 
I do not agree with them; all I say 
is that if home rule means the ag- 
grandizement of any church it is a 
failure and will be a failure. Our 
Ulster friends forget that all Roman | 
Catholics are not home rulers, 
neither are‘all Protestants against it, 
and a clause in the proposed bill says | 
that no church in Ireland can be | 
made a state church. If the majority | 
of the Irish people want home rule, | 
why let them have it. As to the | 
Welsh church, the Welsh people as | 
a whole are tired of the arrogance, | 
“pomp and circumstance” of the state | 
church. But the Tories, like our | 
stand-patters, never learn anything, | 
and «re bitterly opposed to. dis- 
establishment in Wales, forgetting 
that since the church was freed from 
state control in Ireland it has thriven 
by leaps and bounds.

But the impairment 
wrought by sin has so progressed that 
many of Adsm’‘s children die in in- 
fancy; and few maintain the struggle 
for existence for a hundred years.

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SYRIA’S HUGE MONOLITH. 


Largest Stone Ever Quarried Is a Relic 
of Antiquity. | 
One of the most interesting proofs of 
the wonderful civilization of the an- 
tients is afforded by the great slab of 
stone at Baalbec, in Syria. This huge 
monolith is sixty-nine feet long, four- | 
teen feet broad and seventeen feet in 
depth. It is said to be the largest piece | 
of stone ever quarried and its estimat- | 
ed weight is 1,500 tons. | 
|

It is thought by archaeological schol- 
ars that this buge stone was intended 
by the ancient builders to adorn the 
Temple of the Sun near by—now. of 
course, in ruins. Here in one of the | 
walls which still stand are to be seen | 
huge slabs of stone, which careful | 
Measurements show to be sixty-three 
feet long and thirteen feet high. 

And, more remarkable still, they are 
placed in position nineteen feet above | 
the ground level. Moreover, although 
no sign of any cemeuting mixture is to 
be found in these ancient buildings, 
the stones have been squared and pol- 
ished so evenly that only after the 
most minute search can the joints be 
found and when traced it is impossible | 
to thrust the blade of a pocket knife 
between them! 

How these things were done is a 
standing mystery to the scientist— 
Wide World Magazine. 


THROWING THE DISCUS. 


Methods of the Grecian Athletes In 
Homeric Times. 

Discus throwing was a retined form | 
of hurling the stone. In Homeric | 
times, and even at Olympia, a stone or 
mass of iron was first used for the 
purpose. This was held by a leathern 
thong, swung in a circle and hurled as 
far as possible. A circular or lentic- | 
ilar disk of bronze was used at least 
as early as the beginning of the fifth 
century | 

A standard weight must, of course, | 
be assumed for the great games. A 
discus now in the British museum, 
which seems to have been used, weighs 
11 pounds 9 ounces, but whether this | 
was the standard weight or not is not | 
definitely known, 

The thrower took his stand upon a 
slight elevation of limited circumfer- | 
ence, where he could have a secure. 
foothold and was prevented from run- 
ning. Then, with a swing of the arm 
and a corresponding movement of the 
whole body, he hurled the discus as 
far as possible. 

The value of the body movement 
was recognized by the sculptor Myorn 
in his famous statue, “The Discobo- 
lus,” and is understood by the modern | 
athlete when be swings the hammer or | 
even when he makes a drive at golf.

They Can’t Read and Have to Be Aided 
by Signs and Symbols. 

All Russiav shops bave signs indicat- 
ing the business carried op within 
them Most of them have paintings 
describing the articles sold. For ex- 
ample, outside the fishmunger’s is a 
large picture of fish; outside the butch 
er’s, of meut; outside the poulterer’s. 
of chicken und game; outside the tea 
shop. of teapots. glasses and saucers. 

Houses are painted red, green, yel 
low, blue, so that the peasants may 
easily ‘differentiate them or explain 
the way. Trains are sent off by bells 
at the station becunse the peasants 
cannot read the time tables. The first 
bell, one chime. is a quarter of an hour 
before the train starts; the second, two 
chimes, is five minutes before, and the 
third, three chimes, means the train is 
starting. 

At postoffices men are employed to 
write letters for peasants or read them 
at a fixed tariff: For addressing an en- 
velope, one farthing; for writing a post- 
card or a short letter, penny farthing:

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EARLY COLONIAL HOUSES. 


Some Had Inner Stone Walls to Resist 
the Indian Raiders, 

In America the early colonists had 
little use for the mason’s art, except in 
the construction of the huge chimney 
stacks which in any dwelling of con- 
siderable size and any pretensions to 
comfort formed a very considerable 
part of the structure. The great kitch- 
en fireplace and oven, with smaller 
bearths in from two to four rooms on 
each floor, required a very considera- 
ble part of the material and skilled 
labor bestowed upon a colonial home- 
stead in the more northern colonies. 

In some sections where the dangers 
of an attack by Indian raiders were 
imminent, the wooden walls of the 


| lower story Inclosed a stout wall of 

| brick or a kind of rubble masonry. 
Some of these buildings are still stand- 
ing and inhabited, although dating 
back vat least so far as the lower 
stories are concerned) over two cen- 
turies A very few brick buildings 
have wholly or in part come down to 
us from the first years of colonization, 
and until within the last half century 
some that preserved the peculiar feg- 
tures of Elizabethan and Stuart types 
of dwelling and business structures,
